Bravo! Viva! Ole! to Baltasar 
Corrada, a representative from 
Puerto Rico, in Washington, D.C. 

Corrada seems to have shown 
the delegation from California 
how to cope with Proposition 13. 

Combining imagination with a 
sense of humor, this is what may 
have been said by Corrada to the 
Californians: “Hola güeros! I 
want you to meet my little puppy 
Gua-gua. I theenk every body is 
gonna love him. 

“He has a little present for Cali¬ 
fornia, about $1,500 million dol¬ 
lars to be given over five years— 
three hundred millions a year.” 

Don White, representing Wil¬ 
son Riles, who is State Superinten¬ 
dent of Public Instruction, was 
the first to pat the puppy. 



He liked what he saw. Seizing 
the leash, Don White led Amend¬ 
ment Gua-gua to Senator Allan 
Cranston, then to members of the 


U.S. Office of Education, and 
finally to Rep. Robert Lagomar- 
sino, who was the one to present 
Gua-gua to the House. 

The House was so impressed 
by Corrada’s puppy that mem¬ 
bers gave him immediate formal 
adoption. As for the 45 members 
of the California delegation, they 
were amazed how easily Califor¬ 
nia’s education problem following 
passage of Proposition 13 had 
been solved by the representative 
from Puerto Rico, and his cute 
spotted puppy, Amendment Gua¬ 
gua. 

It is customary to declare the 
lineage of famous dogs and horses. 
Amendment Gua-gua is of mixed 
lineage, the sire being financial 
problems in Puerto Rico, concern¬ 
ing the costs of education; the dam 
being similar problems in Califor¬ 
nia due to the fateful passage of 
Proposition 13. 

It all has to do with Title I, the 
law providing special services for 
disadvantaged youngsters in ele¬ 
mentary and secondary schools 
across the nation. These extra 
services and special programs de¬ 
signed to rescue children from 
poverty backgrounds. All this 
costs money. The catch in Title I 
is that the state is expected to 
match the federal funds—a de¬ 
mand which the island territory 
was incapable qí meeting. 

Baltasar Corrada’s purpose in 
proposing an amendent to Title I 
was initially an effort to help 
school districts on the island he 
represents, which were too poor to 
provide matching funds as re¬ 
quired by Title I.

CLOSER LOOK 


SOCORRO SWAN: A CLOSER • 
LOOK AT L.A.’s FAVORITE 
PRESCHOOL TEACHER 
by JUDIE RAE 

The summer was a long one. 
And unbeknowst to me, my 
daughters and two friends in a fit 
of boredom and inspiration, con¬ 
spired to become television per- 
conalities. 

“Mom, we’re going to be on 
T.V.!” 

“That’s nice,” I said. “Now let 
me finish writing, please.” 

“We have to go next week.” 

“Go where?” 

“To the studio. To tape our 
skit.” 

“What skit?” 

“The skit the four of us are 
doing for the little kids on Romper 
Room. We need pig costumes. You 
will take us, won’t you?” 

The following week I chauf- 
feured three little pigs (and a 
wolf) to the studio. 

“Mom, this is Miss Coco. The 
lady that asked us to be on the 
show.” I smiled at an attractive 
dark-haired young woman. We 
shook hands and pig ears and tails 
tumbled around me. 

“I was very impressed with the 
girls. They showed initiative un¬ 
dertaking such a project,” she 
said. “Romper Room attempts to 
fost such crreativity in children.” 

I realized then that I had not 
the foggiest notion of the goals 
and objectives of a television pro¬ 
gram that has influenced the lives 
of children for over 25 years. As 
I watched the taping of two shows, 
I formulated questions to ask 
Socorro Swan about Romper 
Room. 

“I try to tre... youngsters as 


human beings with plans and 
dreams, joys and problems. 
Romper Room itself is essentially 
very middle class. However, as a 
humanist and as a feminist, I am 
constantly looking for methods 
and materials that emphasize ex¬ 
ploration and uniqueness, rather 
than mindless indorsement of the 
majority culture. Initially Romper 
Room Enterprises — which ori¬ 
ginates in Baltimore — was some¬ 
what afraid that such thinking 
might have distastrous effects. I 
think perhaps that thought I 
would spend all my time dressing 
up little boys in earrings and such. 
They have, after all, a copy¬ 
righted product that has succeeded 
ior many years.” 

Apparently Socorro’s feminist 
and humanistic philosophy has 
only aided the station. “We are 
now rated number one among 
L.A.’s independent stations in 
children’s programming. I like to 
think that Romper Room is in 
large part, responsible for that.” 

Socorro believes that preschool 
children must begin to understand 
themselves, must begin to take re¬ 
sponsibility for themselves and 
must begin to understand their 
community and the world around 
them. She jecognizes her respon¬ 
sibility in aiding youngsters to de¬ 
velop a personal code of ethics. 
The children are encouraged at 
all times to talk about their hopes 
and aspirations, as well as their 
difficulties in dealing with others. 

Socorro mentioned that an im¬ 
portant tool for teaching children 
awareness of society and self is 
the use of several friendly pup¬ 
pets. “Wiggly Will” is a puppet 
who only whispers. His purpose 
is to encourage the youngsters to 
explore their own emotions. The 
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children learn through Wiggly 
Will that anger, sadness, guilt, 
fear, jealousy are all perfectly ac¬ 
ceptable feelings, but it is how we 
handle feelings that is important. 

Doc, another puppet, talks with 
children about their responsibility 
for their own bodies. And Serendi¬ 
pity, a dragon, makes children 
aware that beautiful things can 
come to them when they least ex¬ 
pect it. 

I asked Socorro if she considered 
herself primarily a teacher. “Very 
much so. The only real difference 
between myself and the tradition¬ 
al classroom teacher is that one 
of my students happens to be 
through the eyes of the camera, 
and so I must address myself to 
that child. I try to always be inno¬ 
vative . I want children to use 
their own imaginations, and in 
that respect, I refuse to feed them 
fantasies. Children are inundated 
with too much of this; they learn 
too soon that they don’t have to 
create for themselves because 
someone else will do it for them.” 

I had noticed that the set was 
strangely bare; now I understood 
why. 

Miss Soco, as she is known to 
the children, responded to my 
question about television as baby¬ 
sitter: “I know that this is a sad 
reality. I try to avoid this by 
giving the youngsters one positive 
learning experience which they 
can hold on to after the television 
is turned off. And I make every 
effort to foster parental participa¬ 
tion in the day’s activities.” 

Criticism has been leveled at 
Romper Room by those who feel 
it stresses discipline and funda¬ 
mentals. Socorro said: “I don’t 
stress those things. I believe that 
when children want to do some¬ 
thing new, they should be allowed 
to try. I established criteria and 


guidelines, true, but I don’t say 
no simply because a child is not 
old enough.” 

Socorro believes that any given 
program is not the essence of edu¬ 
cation, but rather that the indivi¬ 
dual is. In that respect she makes 
every attempt to adapt the pro¬ 
gram to the child. “Any child can 
be on the Los Angeles Romper 
Room if he is between the ages 
of four and five.” Socorro has 
initiated a bilingual program, not 
only for the large Mexican- 
American population in L.A., but 
also for the children of Asian 
communities. 

“Children are very sensitive 
people. I try to address myself to 
their needs. In today’s changing 
world, this isn’t always easy. For 
mtsance, I try to avoid traditional 
roles. Instead of saying, “Ask 
and Dad,” I try to say, “Ask one 
of the people who loves you,” 
thereby avoiding hurt or embar¬ 
rassment for a single parent 
child.” 

Socorro came to Romper Room 
in a roundabout way. When she 
started college, she took courses 
in pre-law, but eventually realized 
that she wanted to work with chil¬ 
dren. Pursing an elementary edu- 








cation degree, she worked primar¬ 
ily with bilingual children and 
taught in various culture centers 
throughout the Los Angeles area. 
Meanwhile, she actively pursued 
her first love, dancing. When she 
joined the Ballet Folklórica, she 
chose to leave education in favor 
of a dancing and acting career. 
She met her photographer hus¬ 
band, and realized that the erratic 
lifestyle that results from pursuing 
theater arts was not compatible 
with marriage, so she found work 
managing a law office. 

Channel 13 at that time was 
iooking for someone to host a chil¬ 
dren’s program entitel, “Mi Casa 
Es Su Casa.” They needed some¬ 
one with managerial, on camera 
and educational background. So¬ 
corro, fortunately, met all three 
requirements. After a year with 
“My House Is Your House,” she 
jnoved to Romper Room. 

And what of the future? “I am 
very happy on Romper Room. It 
fulfills my need to work with chil¬ 
dren, as well as my organizational 
needs. I love putting things to-, 
gether. Creatively, I am still pur¬ 
suing an acting career.” 


There was an additional divi¬ 
dend for Socorro Swan that came 
with her association with pre¬ 
schoolers. “I know now that I 
t want children of my own. Ori¬ 
ginally, my husband and I talked 
in terms of adopting an older 
child. But Romper Room has made 
me aware th¿at I don’t want to 
miss the marvelous experiences of 
the infant and preschool years.” 

“Hey, Mom! Guess what! The 
make-up lady said we could keep 
our pig noses!” 

Socorro tweaked my daughter’s 
glued-on nostril and watched her 
run off. “That’s what I don’t want 
to miss. Watching them grow, 
watching them develop into hap¬ 
py, creative individuals.” 

I gather my “piglets” together 
and thanked her for providing my 
children with a positive learning 
experience they were sure to re¬ 
member. Socorrro’s dark eyes 
brightened. “That’s what I’m here 
for. That’s what makes my job so 
rewarding,” she said. Watching 
four little girls scamper happily 
out the studio door, I knew she 
had more than succeeded.

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MEXICO UPGRADES 
SAN JOSE CONSULATE 

The Mexican government has 
kept consular offices in San Jose 
for a number of years, but not 
until recent months had it given 
this local office much importance. 

Although Santa Clara County 
and three neighboring counties to 
hte south had the largest number 
of Mexican nationals, only San 
Francisco had full consular serv¬ 
ices. 

The new Mexican, president 
Jose Lopez Portillo, has boosted 
the budget of the San Jose Mexi¬ 
can Consular Office, allowing it 
to build up its staff and extend its 
services. 

President Portillo has also di¬ 
rected consular offices to create a 
new image by providing informa¬ 
tion on cultural exchange, invest¬ 
ment opportunities and tourist at¬ 
tractions in Mexico. 

The San Jose Mexican Consul 
Office recently received a ship¬ 
ment of replicas of pre-Columbian 
museum pieces. These items will 
be on display at their offices in 
the Bank of America Building, 12 
So. First Street, Suite 1014. A 
shipment of school textbooks at 
the elementary grade level has 
also arrrived at their office to help

promote the teaching of Spanish in 
this area, according to the newly 
appointed Mexican consul in San 
Jose, Ferrnando Botello-Lozano. 

Botello succeeds Jesus Rodri¬ 
guez, who served a short but dis¬ 
tinguished term in San Jose. 

It was during Rodriguez’ term 
that the expansion of the consular 
offices began and the idea 
emerged to create a new image for 
the consular offices. Rodriguez 
was appointed Mexican consul in 
San Diego on July 21. 

According to Botello the work¬ 
load of the San Jose consular of¬ 
fice has increased very rapidly in 
recent years. He said, “Undocu¬ 
mented Mexican nationals were 
afraid to come to our office before 
for fear of being reported to the 
U.S. immigration authorities.” Bo¬ 
tello says that is not their job. 
They are there to help Mexican 
citizens in any way they can, but 
he made it clear that the matter 
of obtaining legal status for un- 
documened Mexican nationals is 
entirely up to the U.S. govern¬ 
ment. 

Botello informed me that his of¬ 
fice does receive numerous com¬ 
plaints from undocumented Mexi¬ 
cans who have been victimized by 
lawyers or other persons who 
falsely promise to legalize their 
status in this country for a fee. 

His office can do nothing to re¬ 
coup their money or prosecute the 
violators. 

The San Jose Mexican Consul’s 
Office serves the counties of Santa 
Clara, San Benito, Santa Cruz and 
Monterey. The telephone number
